2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-26 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over Williams et al, U.S. patent Application Publication 
No. 2002/0133600. 

Williams discloses a system and method for establishing communications between a mobile station and IP network comprising: 

a) a mobile station (10. fig. 4) comprising a memory and an application for storing data of transport quality parameters (QoS), and a 
transmitter for sending a request of data service with at least one quality parameter (see page 3, par. 35) , 

b) a first node (15, fig. 4) for receiving the request and determining whether a new flow/session request that satisfies the required 
quality parameter can be supported between the mobile station and the first node and for sending a reply to the mobile station (see 
page 5, par. 48-49) . 

c) a second node (16, fig. 4) for receiving a second request sent from the first node and for authorizing the service request (seepage 
5. par, 52) . 

Williams does not explicitly teach that mobile station request includes a service identifier and a flow identifier. It is noted that such 
identifiers are commonly used in the art to identify particular service and/or data flow. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to recognize the use of such service flow/session identifiers in mobile request in 
Williams because it would have enabled proper communications between the mobUe station and the access network node (see page 3, 
par. 35) . 
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
